the poſſeſſion comen by kind? In commune to all, 
rich and poore, the Erth was made.

Kind knoweth 
no riches. For we bee not got with rich Clothes, 


ne born with Gold, ne with Silver. Naked he 
eth hem to this World, needy of meat, of 


drink, and clothing. Naked the Erth taketh us 
and ſhe naked brought us hider.
